Some students 
expressed disappointment when 
they did not get the exact subjects 
they desired. 

At Parkdale, where the enroll¬ 
ment is about 2,450, the absentee 
rate was slightly higher than the 
normal 10% at this time of the 
year. On Monday, some 1,800 stu¬ 
dents reported and on Tuesday the 
total attendance was 2,000. Princi¬ 
pal G. Allen Sager said that the 
students “seem to be getting along 
very well, just like before.” He ex¬ 
pressed his gratitude to those stu¬ 
dents and to others — especially 
Greenbelter Mrs. Ruth Bond - 
who were “so helpful in lending 
this project positive support.” Dr. 
Sager also stated, “We in the pub¬ 
lic school system wish to thank the 
parents — we know that many did 
not like it, but they obeyed the law, 
and came through with flying col¬ 
ors.” 

Thomas A. Myrick, principal of 
Bethune, where 398 Greenbelters 
have been transferred, was very 
pleased with the way things were 
going at the school. He reported 
that, while individual schedule 
changes will be necessary, the over¬ 
all scheduling was satisfactory. 
There were also minimal bus prob¬ 
lems. The basketball and wrest¬ 
ling teams are already working to- 
together and an activities bus will 
be running as soon as a driver is 
hired. Attendance at the school 
on Monday and Tuesday was about 
normal. 

Myrick said the parent volunteers 
were “beautiful” and he wants to 
thank personally everyone who “co¬ 
operated and assisted him in every 
way they could.”

GDC TO RAISE APARTMENT RENTS, 
ENDORSE NEWS REVIEW SPACE USE

An increase of 10 percent in the rents for the Parkway apart¬ 
ments was voted on January 25 by the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Development Corporation, wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. The increase will go into effect on March 
1. A $2 a month increase in GDC garage rents was also voted. An 
earlier increase of 3 % voted in November never had gone into ef¬ 
fect because rent controls had allowed only one increase per year. 


The increase was needed because 
of rising costs and the need for 
providing money for depreciation 
of the property. As it is, according 
to manager Roy Breashears, the 
10-percent increase will only pro¬ 
vide a partial funding of depreci¬ 
ation. He also noted that the rang¬ 
es and refrigerators are now over 
12 years old and a new replace¬ 
ment program will need to be in¬ 
stituted in the near future. 

News Review Space 
In a related matter, the GDC 
board reaffirmed the wishes of the 
membership, as expressed by a 
380 to 10 vote at the 1963 annual 
membership meeting, to continue 
to make available to the Greenbelt 
New r s Review unused basement 
space, with the newspaper reim¬ 
bursing the corporation for any 
out-of-pocket expenses. 

Opposing votes were cast by di¬ 
rectors Tony Lynch, Tom White, 
and Howard Brooks. Lynch said 
that while he recognized that the 
News Review was a non-profit vol¬ 
unteer organization and provided 
a service to the community, he felt 
that the financial straits of GDC 
were such that some rent should be 
charged for the space. The News 
Review, he said, could pass the in¬ 
crease along by raising advertising 
rates. 

Lynch also said that the space 
was not as bad as he had been led 
to believe. He noted that there were 
actually some water and sewage 
pipes that one could walk under 
without bumping his head. 

White, while acknowledging that 
the space was not habitable, said 
that the space must be worth some¬ 
thing to somebody and did not feel 
that GDC should be in the busi ¬ 
ness of providing a “subsidy” to 
anyone. 

Several persons denied, in effect, 
that a subsidy was involved, ob 
serving that the services provided 
by the News Review to GHI far 
exceeded in value any rent that 
could possibly be charged for the 
space. Katherine Keene noted that 
the News Review, by providing full 
coverage of GHI board meetings 
and events, saves the corporation 
many dollars each year that other¬ 
wise would be spent in the prepar¬ 
ation and mailing of additional GHI 
News Letters. She also noted that 

Police Will Monitor 
School Zone Speeding 

A recently completed traffic study 
for the City pointed out that the 
15 MPH speed limits in school 
zones, designated by yellow flashing 
lights, are not being complied with. 
The study noted that while there 
was some reduction in speed when 
the lights were activated, speeds 
were nevertheless considerably in 
excess of the 15 MPH limit. 

As a result of the study, Green¬ 
belt police will increase their mon¬ 
itoring of vehicle speeds in school 
zones, particularly at those times 
when the flashing lights are acti¬ 
vated. Radar will be used to insure 
that the posted speeds are adhered 
to.

GHI Board Meeting 

At the GHI board meeting which 
followed the GDC meeting, the main 
area of discussion concerned the 
special membership meeting sched¬ 
uled for last night. At issue was 
whether the cost of the special 
mailing and the membership card 
lists requested by the nominations 
and elections committee should be 
charged against the account known 
as “membership meetings” or ag¬ 
ainst the special budget of the 
nominations and elections commit¬ 
tee. The latter committee has a 
special budgeted item of $600 in 
this year’s budget for the first time. 

Directors Lynch and Brooks felt 
that the cost of these two actions 
should be charged against the 
“membership meetings” account, be¬ 
cause otherwise the nominations 
committee might run over its bud¬ 
get for the remainder of the year. 
The effect would be, in Brooks’ 
words, to “throttle the committee,” 
an attitude which White felt more 
properly characterized Brooks’ own 
action of the week before when 
he opposed the routine authoriza¬ 
tion of expenditure of any funds 
for 1973. 

In the course of the argument 
Lynch also charged that the man¬ 
agement was dragging its heels on 
complying with the nominations 
committee request for compilation 
of a membership card list. Brea¬ 
shears hotly denied this, repeated¬ 
ly saying that all he wanted to 
know was which account the cost 
should be charged against. 

The board finally, by a 7 to 2 
vote, agreed to charge both items 
against the budget of the nomina¬ 
tions committee, partly on the 
grounds that these items were ones 
that the nominations committee had 
especially requested and were not 
absolutely essential for the conduct 
of the special membership meeting.. 
The board made clear, however, 
that it will give full consideration 
to requests of the committee for 
additional funds if it runs over the 
budget in the remainder of the 
year.

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Denial of Free Speech 

To the Editor: 

No news account of the Largo 
Sports Arena trial is complete 
without detailing the circumstances 
that led to the contempt of court 
charge against Rhea Cohen. 

Before ending the trial, Maryland 
Circuit Court Judge Bowen asked 
if anyone had anything to add to 
the record. Accepting this invita¬ 
tion, Mrs. Cohen approached the 
bench and quietly said she wished 
to read an affidavit of Bias and 
Prejudice, an appropriate procedure 
for asking a presiding judge to 
disqualify himself. After reading 
the document, she politely referred 
to her previous day’s conversation 
with Maryland’s Chief Judge, who 
had mentioned a plaintiff’s right 
to file such a motion. Without ever 
interrupting or warning her. Judge 
Bowen declared her in contempt. 
After detaining Mrs. Cohen for 
several hours in the sheriff’s office, 
the judge passed the excessive sen ¬ 
tence of 90 days in jail and a $500 
fine. 

As one of the plaintiffs, I shared 
Mrs. Cohen’s feeling that the trial 
was unfair ,for several reasons. The 
marathon endurance contest taxed 
our lawyer and witnesses; court was 
held from early morning until late 
at night and into the weekend. 
Evidence and testimony essential to 
our case were rejected. The judge 
jeopardized the ongoing petition 
drive by wrongly stating in open 
court on December 13 that two 
Prince Georges County laws affect¬ 
ing the arena are not subject to 
referendum. One law gives $2 mil¬ 
lion in public funds for roads and 
sewers for the arena; the other re¬ 
zones public land for private com¬ 
mercial recreation development. 
Despite the setback, the petition 
campaign continues. 

In an interview after the trial, 
Judge Bowen was quoted as saying 
that Mrs. Cohen’s conduct “tends to 
bring the entire judicial system 
into contempt and constitutes a clear 
and present danger to the adminis¬ 
tration of justice.”

Their 
sensitivity to chemicals reveals any 
attempt to alter or remove written 
or printed information. 


The new licenses will be issued 
to all new drivers and all motorists 
whose licenses are renewed in 1973.
